Test for Wall-Papers. 


A simple and easily applied test foi 
•wall-papers consists in turning down_ an 
ordinarj' gaa-jet to quite a pin-ijoint, 
nntil the flame is wholl; blue; and, this 
being don(i, a strip of the pa])er sus- 
pected of containing arsenic is cut one- 
gixteenth of an incli Avide and an inch 
or two long. 
On the edge of thin paper 
being brought in contact with the outer 
edge of the gas flame a gray coloration, 
due to arsenic, will be seen in the flame. 
If the paper is burned a little the fumes 
given oflf have a strong garlic-like odor, 
due to the vapor of arsenic acid. 
On 
taking the paper away from the flames 
and looking at the charred end the car- 
bon is seen to be colored a bronze red, 
which is a copper reduced by the car- 
bon. 
Being now away from the flame 
in a fine state of division, the copper is 
slightly oxidized by the air, and on 
placing the charred end a second time 
not too far iiitc) the flame, the latter 
•will now be colored green by copper. 
In this way it is i)ossible U> form an 
opinion, without ai)](aratu8 and without 
leaving the room, as to whether any 
wall-paper contains arsenic, for co])pei 
BTseniate is commonly used in preparing 
•wall-paper.

reot contradiction of the history, priU' 
dplee, teachhags &d repeated promises 
of the party. It claims with jostioe that 
it would have been 
repndiated 
Lincoln, Henry Wilson, Grant, Bahnon 
P. Ohase, Garfield, Arthur, McOulIoch 
Folger,—alt the old-time exponents an< 
leaders of the republican party. 
It re- 
quires but little thought to discern that 
this statement is true. 


The tone of the republican platform 
from beginning to end has a r'Dg 
demagogism which would be scarcely 
excusable on the stump in a rural dis 
tiict; but there is just one feature which 
was intended to t>e paramount to ail 
others, and the people will probably not 
fail to recognize and rebuke it. 
"We 
favor the entire repeal of internal taxes 
[the whisky and tobacco taxes] rather 
than the surrender of any part of our 
protective system. " 


It is not difficult to show that this is 
"un-republicaD," as pronounced by the 
Commercial 
Advertiser. 


The republican party was organised 
as the champion of the liberty and equal 
rights of the people. 
It has always 
claimed the special credit of prosecut- 
ing the war for the preservation of the 
Union and the emancipation of the 
slaves. The Morrill tariff was adopted 
by the republican party to obtain ample 
revenue for the conduct of the war, and 
not for the purpose of fostering manu- 
factures or yielding bounties to certain 
favored classes. If the latter purpose 
had been avowed the present tariff could 
never have been adopted. 
It was not 
avowed, nor was there any purpose to 
oonstrnct a tariff which would give 
small proportion of the people an advan 
tage over the masses. Hence the près 
ent ideas of "protection" are not only 
not in harmony with the original prin 
ciples of the republican party, but dia 
metrically opposed to them. The logic 
of the republican party's history would 
demand the repeal of a tariff which now 
yields a surplus; instead of this the re 
publican convention declares that it fa- 
vors a repeal of the taxes on whisky and 
tobacco rather than surrender the un 
American and un-republican system of 
robbing the masses in order to enrich 
the few. 


The republican platform of to<day is 
also in controvention of the 
recent 
pledges of the party, as well as the early 
principles and professions. 
President 
Arthur and the secretaries of the treas- 
ury, Folger and McOulloch, urged con 
grees to make material reductions in the 
tariff when the necessity for this course 
was not so clear as now. 
The repnbli 
can "tariff commission" recommended 
a larger reduction of the tariff than was 
proposed by the Morrison bill, which 
the protection attorneys fought tooth 
and nail. The republican platform four 
years ago declared: "The republican 
party pledges itself to correct the in 
equlities of the tariff and to reduce the 
snrplns." And yet the republican party 
to-day is placed in the attitude of advo 
eating that the tax be taken from mm 
and tobacco in order that the taxes on 
salt, and lumber, and window glass, and 


c l o t h i D g , and boots and shoes may be 
retained! 


The un-republican character of the 
Chicago platform was demonstrated by 
the convention itself when it adopted, 
before its adjournment, Mr. Boutelle's 
resolution in favor of "the virtue and 
sobriety of the people" and "the pro 
motion of temperance and morality." It 
is true that this resolution was sprung 
upon the convention, which did not dare 
to vote it down alter it had been pre- 
sented. But is the American home to 
be purified and the cause of temperance 
and morality to be promoted by making 
whisky f ee for the dissolute husband 
and the necessities of life for the wife 
and children costly ? The villainous 
character of the tariff plank of the Oh i 
cago platform was thus made apparent 
by the last vote taken in the convention; 
and it is to be regretted that the resolu- 
tion in favor of temperance and morality 
was adopted hastily and under a 
culiar pressure of circumstances while 
the resolution in favor of free rum was 
the result of cooi and calculating delib- 
eration.

WONDERFUL RELICS. 


Works of Prehistoric Man in Califorals s a d 


Mezlo«>-01d 
Miners 
Knew 
BometblnK 


After AU 
A letter to the Bakersfleld (GaL) 
aays: 
"In many parts along this coast 
and in Mexico can still be seeoi relics and 
remarkable evidence of some of the most 
skillful arts practiced by the so-called 
' i ^ o r a n t sav^es' that once inhabited 
this land, w h i ^ , by forcibly disposseSH- 
ing them, we now inhabit, imless, per- 
hajps, some more civilized race possessed 
thw country prior to its discovery by 
Christopher Columbus, whose tribe has 
long since been exterminated and whose 
record is lost. 
One of the most wonder- 
ful of these relics is the indication of a 
solid pavement road in Arizona, made 
of granite blocks or slabs about ten feet 
long, hewn square, conveyed and placed 
side by side by some means unknown to 
the spectator. 
This pavement or road 
was undoubtedly built thousimds of 
years ago, as those block and indications 
can be traced for miles along the moun- 
tain sides, through which deep canyons 
have washed their way. 
Some of these 
slabs are said to weigh nearly two tons, 
and there being no granite ledges nearer 
than several miles from where they aro 
DOW situated indicates that they must 
have had some powerful mode of con- 
reyance, as well as i>owerful machinery to 
shape and locate them. 


To these ancient people also was 
known a process of tempering brass so 
it oould be converted into tools equal to 
the best of steel. 
Numerous specimens 
of this tem]>ered brasa have been found 
where the City of Mexico now stands, as 
well as on tlie Pacific slope, and while 
the chemist has do difliculty in removing 
the temper, yet he can not return it. 
For the rediscovery of this tempering 
process scientists and chemists 
have 
labored, and the United States Govern- 
ment has offered a premium in vain. 
Nor can they even by haN-ing tempered 
metal before them gain the least light 
on the subject. 


Bringing the discourse a little nearer 
home, on the edge of the Carisa plains, 
but a short distance from the stock 
ranch of C. E. Brumley, can be seen 
what is known as the "Painted Book." 
This rock is in a horseshoe shape about 
eighty feet high and one thousand feet 
in circumference. 
The inside being 
hollowed out gives it the appearance of 
a natural fort, which has frequently been 
used by stockmen as a steep corral, and 
is capable of holding comfortably three 
thousand head of sheep. 
The inside 
walls on the south are very abrupt and 
overhanging, and are covered ^vith many 
ancient paintiug.s, roughly resembling 
sketches of men, dogs, snakes, lizards, 
tortoises, and various characters, the 
significance of whi<ih was perhaps even 
unknown to the ]>ainter. 
So we are in- 
clined to think that each character is a 
record of some histi»rical event, and 
that, if we biit understood them, they 
would be very interesting to us. 
The 
paints used are of three distiuct colors, 
red, white, and black. 
And although 
we know nothing of their mode of man- 
ufacture or materials used, we can say 
tliis miich, tliat they have a power of 
durability and of retaining their color 
unsur]>assod by modem productions. 


In the Western i)iirt of this county, at 
the outlet of the Antelope valley on the 
Tulare plains, is what is called the 
"Point of Rocks." 
On top of the most 
prominent of these rocks is a large, 
beautiful water-tank about seven feet 
deep and twenty feet long by twelve 
feet wide. 
Its capacity is between four 
and five thousand gallons of water, and 
although evidently it has been formed 
by nature, still, judging by its location 
being such as to catch all the rainwater 
that falls to the surface, one can be led 
to believe it was human art and design. 
The height of the rock is about one 
hundred feet, and its walls are qtdte 
steep, but by the aid of stei)s chiseled 
into it, is no difficult task to a.scend and 
return with a paü of water. 
From on 
tof of the rock one has a magnificent 
new of the stirronnding country for 
miles and miles. 
There being no other 
water for a long distance makes it a very 
convenient resort for stockmen and trav- 
lers. 
On adjoining rocks can be found 
a great many similar tanks; also two 
small ancient paintings. 
Scores of mor- 
tars and pestles are found in various 
places. 
Some are made very roughly, 
and others are shai)ed out of a fine 
quality of stone with elegant 
taste. 
Marvelous skill is displayed in the art 
of making arrow-heads and knives of the 
hardest ¿int. 
How tiiey can give a de- 
sired shape to so brittle a substance by 
chii)])ing off bits is easier to think about 
than 
accomplish.

gauge the jirofessioiial cf)nduct of the 
present day—the "Jus Jurandum" or 
oath of Hipi)()erates. 
S wearing by " Ap- 
polo the 
Physician, 
by 
Eseulapius, 
by Hygiea and Panaceia, and all the 
gods and goddesses" the Greek prac- 
titioner of medicine entered into a sol- 
emn promise and written l>ond to "jjre- 
scribe such a course of regimen as may 
be best suited to the condition of my 
patients according to the best of my 
power and judgment, seeking to pre- 
serve them from anything that might 
prove injurious;" to "retain religiously 
the purity and inti'grity both of my con- 
duct and my art;" and "into whatever 
dwellings I go I will tint(!r them with 
the sole view of silccorinji the sick." 
This would sui!ic(! as a code of ethios 
even in the Nineteenth Century.

timate, and holds that 
they cannot 
inherit property from the father. 


The will contested is that of 
Mrs. 
Elizabeth Bunch," and the story is as 
follows : 


James Washington, a slave of Gen, 
Thomas Marshall of Mason county, Ky., 
married a slave named Liza, and from 
their union sprang two children, Liza 
and Elizabeth. 
In 1832-James escaped, 
going to Huron, Oi, and there lie made 
arrangements to buy his wife and two 
children from their master. 
But, while 
he was paying for them, his wife and 
child Liza died, and their master, m 
consideration of the sum already paid 
gave him Elizabeth. 
Elizabeth, how- 
ever, soon left him, and after wandering 
ver Ohio and Indiana, came to Chicago, 
^here she married in 1848. 
She kept a 
boarding house on State street opposite 
the Palmer House until the great fire, 
after which she purchased some property 
on the comer of State and 
Twenty- 
ninth streets, 
which 
she 
improved. 
Her husband and children died, and in 
1886, she, too, passed away, leaving her 
property by will, it is claimed, to one 
Betty Kilvery, a white girl who had 
been her companion for some years. 


But it seems that James Washington, 
after the death of his wife Liza, married 
again and had several chiMren. 
The 
eldest of these, a (biuglitor, 
married 
William H. M. Bond and had three 
children. 


And there was the hitch. These three 
children stepped in and contested the 
will, claiming it to be a forgery and that 
they were the legal heirs of Elizabeth 
Bunch. 
But Judge Tuley decitled that 
Elizabeth Bunch was an illegitimate 
child and could have no heirs but those 
of her own body. 
The ground of the 
decision is that, slaves being chattiils, 
no legal marriage was possible any more 
than real estate couhi marry real estate. 


This decision, which was made on a 
motion for a rehearing, was a surprise 
to both sides, for neither had raised it 
nor dreamed of it. 
The case will bti ap- 
pealed, however, and then the special 
point involved will be fully discussed. 
It is claimed by 
r. Fish, who repre- 
sents the Bonds, that whatever may have 
been the status of a slave marriage prior 
to the war, the effect of the Emancipation 
Proclamation 
and 
the 
constitutional 
amendments was to restore the slaves all 
those rights of which they hail previous- 
ly been deprived. 
Wlien they became 
free all the rights of freemen attached to 
them retroactively so that the children 
born to them in slavery became legiti- 
mate. 
This was the doctrine of the 
Roman law, and was also the substance 
of the decisic)n8 made in the Southern 
States during what is called the carpet- 
bag period. Of late, however, the South- 
ern decisions have, leaned the other way, 
and have reflected the feeling which 
prevailed prior to the war. 
Bishop, in 
earlier editions of his work on "Marriage 
and Divorce," held that these slave mar- 
riages were not affected by the constitu- 
tional amendments, but in the latest edi- 
tion he changes his opinion, and holds 
that they wero made good. 


Some ten years ago Judge 
Rogers, 
himself a Kentuckian, held that a slave 
marriage was a common law one, and 
therefore good. 
It is understood that 
the matter has been brought to Con- 
gressman Mason's attention, "and 
ttiat 
he will introduce a bill deiilaring that 
the intent and eflect of the Emancipa- 
tion PiDclamation and the constitutional 
amendments were to validate all slave 
marriages and legitimatize the children. 
Sui--h legislation on the part of (Congress 
would be a nov 4ty, and probably 
the 
Southern mombe.' s will not think kindly 
of the measure.

How t%e Amerleau Eagle Sereamei aa4 
the Festtve Powder Boomed 
in Fort Wayne. 


The observance of the national holiday 
in this dty yesterday was attended with 
so few events of importance, and was 
celebrated in such an informal way that 
the chronicler in reviewing' the history 
of the day's doings, has but little to write.

A simple and easily applied teat for 


wall-papers coimisU in turning down an 
ordinary gaa-jet to quite a pin-point, 
until the flame is wholly blue; and, thia 
being done, a atrip of the paper sus- 
pected of containing arsenic in cut one- 
•iiteenth of an inch wido and an inch 
or two long. On the edge of thin paper 
being brought in contact with the outer 
edge of the gas flame a gray coloration, 
duo to arsenic, will bo scon in the flame. 
If the paper is burned a little tho fumea 
given off have a strong garlic-like odor, 
due to the vapor of arsenic acid. On 
taking tho paper away from tho flames 
and looking at the charred end the car- 
bon is Been to bo colored a bronze red, 
which ia a copper reduced by the car- 
non. Being now away from tho flame 
in a fine state of division, tho copper ia 
nlightly oxidized by the air, and on 
placing the charred end . a second time 
not too far into tho flame, the latter 
will now he colored green by copper. 
In this way it is possible to form an 
opinion, without apparatus and without 
leaving tho room, as to whether any 
wall-paper contains arsenic, for copper 
'arneniate is commonly used in preparing 
wall-paper.

James Wushmgton, a slave of Gen. 


?hbmas Marshall of Miison county, Ky., 
named a slavu named 'Liza, and from 
heir union sprang two cliildren, Liza 
»ud Eli^aboth. In 1832 James escaped, 
;oing to Huron, CX, ' nnd there ho inade 
mingements to buy his 'wife aud two 
•Tiildruu froin their master. But, while 
ie was paying for thorn, his wife and 
child Liza died, and their master, in 
sonsideration of the sum ulrwidy paid 
gave him EUzalwth. Elizabeth, how-1 
iver, soon left him, and after wandering 
ver Ohio nndlndianu, came to Chicago, 
jrhore sho uiarried in 1848. She kept a 
warding house on State street opposite 
the Palmor House imtil tlie great fire-, 
after which she purchased some property 
tin' the corner "~of State and Twenty- 
linth streets, wliich she improved, 
tier husband and children died, and ia 
188G, sue, too, passed -away, leaving her 
jroperty by will, it is claimed, to one 
Butty Kilvery, B white girl who had 
wen her companion for some years. 


But it seemn that Jambs \Vnehiugton, 


after the death of his wife Liza, married 
again and ' had several children.' 'The 
eldest of these, a trnughtor, married 
William H. M. Bond and bad three 
children.

And there was the hitch. These thiee 


children stepped in and contested the 
will, claiming it to be a forgery and that 
they were the legal heirs of Elizabeth 
Buoch, But Judge Tuley decided that 
Elizabeth Bunch wns an illegitimate 
child and could Lavu no heirs but those 
of her own body. 
The ground of thu 


decision is that, slaves being chattels, 
no legal marriage was possible any u'lOre 
than real eutate could marry real estate. 


This decision, wliiuh was tunde on u 


motion for * rwhewinp, was a surprint) 
to both sides, for neither had raised it 
nor dreamed of it. The case wilt bu ap- 
]>ealad, however, and then the special 
point involved will be fully discussed. 
It is claimed by; ^r. Fishj who repre- 
Mnts the Itouds, that whatever may havo 
bi-oti tho status of u slave marriage prior 
to tho war, tiw effect of the Kmsnoipatitm 
Proclamation and thu constitutional 
amendments was to restore the slaves all 
those rights of which they had previous- 
ly boon deprived. When they became 
free all the rights of freemen attached to 
them retroactively so that the children 
[torn to them in - sLtvery became legiti- 
mate. 
This \yan the doctrine of the 


Itoman law, and was also the subaUuic* 
of the decisions modo in the Southern 
Statoa during what is called tho carpet- 
bag period. Uf fate, however, tho South- 
ern decisions havo loaned tho other way, 
and havo rofloctcd thu fueling , which 
provRilod prior to the war. Bishop, in 
sarlier editions of his work on "Marriago 
»rid Divorce," hold Iliac these slave mar- 
riages:Wero not afTooU-d by the cnnntitn- 
tional amoudmontfl, but tn tho latfMt edi- 
tion ho changes his opinion, and holds 
that they worn mode good.

inarringo was a oommon law one, and 
therefore good. It is understood that 
thu matter has boon brought to (Jon- 
gnnwinan'Masou'H atbtntioii, •»ml that 
ho will introduoe a bill doolnring that 
tho intent and effect of Urn Eroanctpa< 
tlon Proclamation and tho coimtitutiotial 
amondmonts wore to validate *U slnve 
marriages and legitimatize tho children. 
Suoh leftislation on the part of Oongrotw 
would be a novolty, anil probably tlio 
Southern members will hot think kindly 
of tho measure.

The observance of the national holiday 


In this dty yesterday was attended with 
so few eveuta of importance, and was 
celebrated in anoh an informal way that 
he ohronider in reviewing* the history 
of the day's doings, has but little to write. 
It was opened at dawn of day with a 
national salute fired on Hamilton'B field 
by the Zolllnger battery, and the entire 
dty was awakened by the echoea of their 
luge gune. 


American enthusiasm began to maul-
